Powerfv! Fortifications to Protect New 
York From Invasion, 


Will Be More Fearful Than 
Famous Gibraltar. 


Qlans For Construction Already Prepared and 
Awaiting Endorsement. 


New York, July 1—The Advertiser 
this morning says: Within a few weeks 
will be commenced one of the most 
gigantic operations in the history of the 
war department. Fortifications more 
powerful than those existing anywhere 
in the world will be built at Fort Wads- 
worth and Sandy Hook, the cost of the 
work being about $10,000,000. But this 
is only a beginning, to place New York 
in a position to defend herself against 
foreign foes. Construction will be con- 
tinued from time to time, until the fortl- 
fications on elaborate plans have been 
completed, and when that is done the 
total cost, it is said, will have been 
about $50,000,000. The plans have becn 
completed, and Colonel Gillespie went 
down the harbor yesterday afternoon 
in a steam launch to make final obser- 
vations. Upon his return, he attached 
his signature to the plans and specifica- 
tions, and today they will be sent by Spe- 
clal messenger to Secretary Lamont. 

The principal fort will be built at 
Sandy Hook. It will be more fearful 
than England’s Gibraltar. It will not 
have 1000 cannon, but what there are 
will bark for results, and something 
dreadful will happen to the fleet ofa 
foreign foe every time they spit fire from 
their mouths. 

There will be dynamite guns and 
mortars, and a deadly array of quick- 
firing guns. The siege guns will be 30 
in number, and pits with solid masonry 
15 feet thick for a protection. The 
masonry will be protected by heavy 
banks of sand, in which the explosive 
balls and solid shot from warships will 
bury themselves, and explode harm- 
lessly. 

During recent years the armament at 
Fort Wadsworth has been increased, 
but the work has been done in a desul- 
tory manner. The new forts there will 
extend a mile south from the present 
barracks, extending almost from Fort 
Wadsworth to South Beach. In this 
tract of land will be built a continuous 
line of forts, mounting 25 guns of huge 
dimensions in all. The excavations have 
already been made. The forts will be 
similar to those at Sandy Hook. The 
fortress will be kept equipped with new 
guns. As soon as any of those to be 
placed there become antiquated they 
will be replaced by inore modern ones. 
Here also it is intended to build a torpedo 
station and observatory. 


The work at Fort Lafayette will not 
be so important. Only 15 guns will be 
mounted there, but they alone would go 


a long way toward protecting New York 
from harm. 


The Confederate Reunion. 
Richmond, July 1.—The sixth annual 
convention of the Confederate veterans 
met yesterday,in the vast and gaily dec- 
orated auditorium erected for the pur- 


city. Intermingled with the Confeder- 
ate colors and battleflags are the north- 
ern flags, and just above the presiding 
Officer’s seat are two large spangled 
banners. Around the galleries are the 
coats-of-arms of all the late Confeder- 
ate states. The auditorium, which can 
seat over 10,000 people, was comfortably 
filled, and presented a handsome ap- 
pearance, when the arrival of General 
Gordon, commander-in-chief of the Con- 
federate veterans, was greeted by cheers 
and the band played “Dixie.” He was 
presented with a gavel made froma tree 
cut in the battlefield of Chickamauga. 
He then opened the convention by in- 
troducing Chaplain Jones of the Con- 
federate veterans, who made a prayer. 
Generous ovations were tendered Gen- 
erals Gordon and Hampton during the 
day’s proceedings. 


Heads Whacked. 

Cleveland, July 1.—The biggest row 
which has yet occurred at the Brown 
hoisting works took place yesterday, 
when the men quit work. The non- 
unionists marched out as usual, under 
police protection. A mob of at least 5000 
people were surging around the police- 
men, who were guarding the workmen, 
growing more noisy and violent every 
moment. Finally the police drew their 
clubs and charged, scattering the strik- 
ers right and left, and knocking them 
down by the dozen. Fully 50 persons 
were hurt by the police. All the am- 
bulances and all the available police 
force in the city were called to the scene. 
The cause of the first charge was a 
brick thrown by a striker, which hit Po- 
liceman Siddell on the head. 


Redskins Inviting Trouble. 

Helena, Mon., July 1.—The Cheyenne 
Indians have donned their war paint, 
and are holding powwows, preparatory 
to a general uprising. Several troops 
of the Tenth cavalry have been ordered 
from Fort Custer to the Cheyenne 
agency at Lame Deer, Custer county. 
The Cheyennes have been unusually 
indolent and ill-tempered this spring, 
and the depredations upon the cattle 
and stock of the white settlers have 
been more extensive than they have 
been for a number of years, and evi- 
dently committed in a spirit of pure ma- 
liciousness. 


Too Many Newspapers. 

City of Mexico, July 1.—It is said that 
the government has determined, from 
July 1, to withdraw its aid from a num- 
ber of small papers hitherto dependent 
upon it, and there is a flutter in many 
newspaper offices. There probably will 
be a journalistic overturn here, and be 
less papers, but larger and of better 
quality. There are now 22 daily papers 
in this city. 


Unknown Ship Wrecked. 

Washington, July 1—Tle United 
States consul at Port Stanley, Friendly 
islands, in a report to the state depart- 
ment, says that on the night of June 
14, at 8 o’clock, a ship under full sail 
struck the Billy rocks, within 300 yards 
of the lighthouse, and went to pieces.

A GENERAL CLOSING. 


New England Textile Mills Have Too 


Much Stock on Hand. 


Suspension 
July and August. 


Means That Millions of Spindles Will Be Idle 
During That Period. 


Boston, July 1.—From present ap- 
pearances, a majority of the cotton and 
woolen mills in New England will be 
closed during July and August, and 
many others will be running on short 
time, owing to the general overproduc- 
tion, and other unsatisfactory condi- 
tions. Many mills have already closed, 
and several will shut down this week, 
without waiting for the decision of the 
Arkwright club, an organization in 
which practically all New England cot- 
ton mills are represented, which will 
meet in this city this week. 

The committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the club to circulate a peti- 
tion among the mill owners and agents, 
in favor of a shutdown, expect to be 
able to show signatures representing 
about 4,900,000 spindles. Among the mills 
which have decided to close are the 
York of Saco, Me.; the Everett and the 
Pacific of Lawrence, three mills at Sun- 
cook, N. H.; the Hamilton of Lowell; 
two mills of the Naumkeag of Salem, 
Pemberton, Boston Manufacturing com- 
pany and Waltham bleacheries. The 
Goddard Bros. of Providence, and other 
Rhode Island corporations have already 
begun, or will this week, begin the work 
of curtailing production. Fall River 
mills, with 2,000,000 spindles, will also 
close. 

Thus far, T. J. Coolidge, treasurer of 
the Amoskeag corporation of Manches- 
ter, N. H., has declined to sign the Ark- 
wright club agreement. The high water 
in the Merrimac river last spring did 
considerable damage to the plant, and 
since then most of the mills have been 
obliged to run on short time. Mr. 
Coolidge believes the corporation can 
run ail summer, as there is not any 
great accumulation of goods, 


Fall River, Mass., July 1.—The Wam- 
panoag mills have posted notices an- 
nouncing a shutdown next Friday night, 
until July 20. The Flint mills will close 
July 11, for two weeks. Messrs. Rouns- 
Ville and Baker, the committee ap- 
pointed by the Arkwright club, secured 
a few more signatures yesterday to the 
petition looking to a general shutdown. 
They said that it would be impossible to 
make a definite statement as to the 
number of spindles here that would be 
idle, but thought it would reach 2,000,- 
000. 


Pittsfield, Mass July 1.—Hinsdale 
Bros., woolen manufacturers, whose 
plant is located in Hinsdale, have as- 


signed. Dullness in the woolen market 
i3 given as the cause. The failure will 
be seriously felt at Hinsdale, as the mill 
will be shut down, and it is the only in- 
dustry of the town. About 200 hands 
are employed. The firm expects to be 
able to pay their creditors in full, 


WIELDED A RAZOR. 


Fall River Man Took the Life of His Baby and 
Then His Own. 

Fall River, Mass., July 1.—Jotm Con- 
nolly, a mule spinner, aged 38, cut the 
throat of James, his 23-month-old son, 
and then cut his own throat, at his 
tenement on Orange street last night. 
A razor was used in both instances, and 
the neck was severed to the spinal 
column. Death was instantaneous in 
both cases. Connolly killed the child in 
the pantry, after undressing it, appar- 
ently, and, carrying the body into the 
kitchen, cut his own throat, and fell 
beside the child, the life blood of both 
mingling in a stream, which ran across 
the floor. Connolly’s fall on the floor 
was heard by other tenants, but as 
quarrels were frequent in the tenement, 
no attention was paid to it. The dead 
man’s wife found the bodies, and ran 
shrieking from the block. Connolly had 
been out of work for some time, and up 
till Sunday had been drinking hard. 
Then he took the pledge, and became 
very moody. He threatened to kill him- 
self and child, but his wife paid no at- 
tention to the threat. The couple had 
two children, but the elder, a girl, was 
with Mrs. Connolly's parents. He had 
sent his wife out to see if they would 
take the boy, and during ber absence did 
the bloody deeds. 


Shot by a Robber. 

Providence, July 1—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Taylor of 262 River avenue, was yester- 
day shot and seriously wounded by an 
unknown burglar. Mrs. Taylor states 
that she was asleep in her chamber 
shortly after noon when she was 
awakened by the sound of a man rum- 
maging in her bureau. Mrs. Taylor 
screamed for help, and the man shot 
her in the face, just below the right 
nostril. The burglar fled immediately 
after the shooting. After a period of 
unconsciousness, Mrs. Taylor rallied, 
and it is thought she will recover. 


Want ‘Lansing to Go. 

Boston, July 1.—A meeting of the 
Park Street church corporation was 
held last night, and those favorable to 
the retention of the pastor, Rev. I. J. 
Lansing, D. D., were again defeated. It 
was decided, by a& vote of 13 to 2, to ap- 
point a committee of three to act as 
part of a joint committee, which will 
request Dr. Lansing to appear before a 
council, to show cause why he should 
not give way toa successor. The meet- 
ing was very spirited at times, but Dr. 
Lansing’s friends were unable to do 
much to aid his cause. 


A Pitiful Case. 

Rockville, Conn., July 1.—Mrs. Fred 
Webber, a widow, with four children, 
was found on the floor in her home yes- 
terday, bleeding from wounds on her 
wrists, which had been made by a 
razor. A physician was summoned, and 
the woman's life was saved. She was 
despondent because of lack of w ork, and 
attempted suicide,

Plan of Silverites For Nominating 
Temporary Chairman at Chicago, 


Gold Men Showing No Dis- 
position to Yield. 


Conference of Silver Men and Executive Com- 
mittee Not Very Satisfaciory. 


Chicago, July 2.--The silver delegates 
are far from satisfied with the result of 
the conference of their committee with 
Chairman Harrity and the members of 
the executive committee of the national 
Democratic committee yesterday. They 
had not counted muecn upon securing 
positive acquiescance in their demand 
to be allowed to practically secure the 
temporary chairman of the convention, 
but they had hoped a more 
definite idea of the program of the na- 
tional committee than they succeeded in 
obtaining. The result of the conference 
was almost nil, and the silver men left 
the committee feeling that their 
labors had been practically in vain. 
They were also displeased with the post- 
ponement of the matter until so late a 
date as next Monday. In the absence 
of any definite asurance from Mr. Har- 
rity, they are inclined to the opinion 
that there is a disposition, if not a de- 
termination, on the part of the national 
committee to select an anti-silver man

The distribution of tickets, which has 
been arranged for, iS not altogether to 
their satisf. tion, but they do not see 
their way clear, as yet, to alter the situa 
tion in this respect. 

It appears that several states, which 
will be represented in the convention by 
silver delegates, have advocates of the 
gold standard on the national commit 
tee. Each national committeeman will 
receive 50 tickets This arrangement 
will, it is claimed, give the gold men an 
undue advantage in the convention, 
from those states. The distributing is, 
however, in accordance with precedents, 
and there will probably be no effort to 
disturb it. 

Upon the whole, the conference con- 
firms the silver people, in the belief that 
their early reuniting and provision for 
co-operation is wise, and that it is neces- 
Sary to tinue their precautions in 
the interests of the majority. 

There has been considerable discus- 
sion of the availability of Governor 
Altgeld as temporary chairman. Gov- 
ernor Altgeld ask@#d last night 
Whether he would accept the tempo- 
rary chairmanship of the Democratic 
convention, in case he should be chosen 
by the silver forces, and replied that he 
would not, 

“I would not have it under any cir- 
cumstances,” he said. “A presiding 
cflicer, if he is an honest man, can be 
nothing but a figurehead. I want to be 
where I can do something, and would 
not surrender my place on the floor for 
the honor, however great.”

Senator Hill and William C. Whitney 
are expected here tomorrow afternoon, 
and their coming is iooked forward to 
as the opening of the conflict of the east- 
ern gold advocates against the silver 
men. Mr. Whitney evidently does not 
believe that all so far as his 
movement is comcerned, for in coming 
here he ignores the advice of Washing- 
ton Hesing, Chicago’S postmaster, and 
the almost solitary chief representative 
of the gold standard doctrine of Presi- 
dent Cleveland now on the ground. Mr. 
Hesing wrote to Mr. Whitney Saturday, 
telling him that a fight for gold would 
be so much wasted energy, and that, in 
his opinion, the surest way out of the 
trouble was to let the silver men have 
absolute control, and then after they 
had finished their work, the gold stand- 
ard people could take some action, 

Speaking of the matter, Mr. Hesing 
said: “Mr. Altgeld will control this con- 
vention, just as absolutely as he con- 
trolled the Peoria convention. Senator 
Hill was perfectly satisfactory as a can- 
Gidate for temporary chairman to the 
silver people. Altgeld said ‘No,’ and 
that settled it. Within two dayr he 
has said that the two-thirds rule on 
presidential nominations would be abol- 
ished, and it looks as if he would carry 
his point. I believe that we sound money 
people can better serve the people's in- 
terests by letting the silver people have 
gil the rope they want, without Inter- 
ference. Then let us meet and express 
our convictions, and the people at the 
polls will take care of the rest.”

Popular In Colorado. 

Denver, July 2.—Senator Teller, on ar- 
riving in this city last evening, was met 
Dy a great outpouring of people from 
all parts of the state. The demonstra- 
tion was non-partisan, and it is doubt- 
ful if the scenes of enthusiasm have 
been paralleled in western history. The 
explosion of a bomb at the Union depot, 
ut 8 p. m., announced the arrival of the 
senator’s special train in Denver.

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STONE CUTTERS DESPERATE. 


Strikers and Deputy Sheriffs Ex- 


change 100 Shots in Ohio. 


A. dispatch from West View, Ohio, to 
the Boston Jouinal, tells of hot times 
yesterday in the Berea stone quarries, 
Over 100 shots were exchanged by deputy 
sheriffs and strikers. No one was killed, 
so far as known now, 

One of the strikers had his leg broken in 
two places, and many have sore heads as 
the result of a hand-to-hand conflict. The 
strikers approached the quarries with the 
avowed intention of driving out the non- 
union men at work. They were met by 
the sheriff and forty deputies, who com- 
manded them to stop. For an answer the 
strikers began firing, and the fight then be- 
came general, For a few moments the 
strikers were repulsed and fell back to the 
woods. The men in the quarries are quit- 
ting from fear and the importunities of their 
wives, It is believed the strikers will 
shortly make another dash forthe quarries 
and if such should occur, serious trouble 


| will follow. 


Sheriff Leek telegraphed Gov. Bushnell, 
at Columbus, that he was unable to hold 
in check the striking stone quarrymen at 
Berea, and aeked that four companies of 
militia be ordered to his assistance at once. 

While the strikers were at West View, 
the women in overwhelming numbers took 
the quarry at Berea by storm, and drove 
out the workmen with clubs. 

The sheriff was at West View with all 
but a handfal of bis deputies, and in con- 
sequence the women had full sway. When 
the news reached them that some of the 
strikers had been injured at West View, 
the women were beside themselves with 
rage, and were only kept in check by the 
large number of citizens that were hastily 
summoned from the village. The strikers 
are rapidly returning from West View, and 
have been calling in their pickets for the 
purpose of arming them. 

Sheriff Leek finds that they scatter and 
slip across lots at such a lively rate that he 
cannot keep all points guarded with his 
men. The strikers would not allow any 
one inside of their line after the fight, 
so it was not possible to learn how 
many of their number had been injured, 
Two of the sheriff's party were burt. 

The strikers now claim that Deputy 
Sheriff Smith did the first shooting, and in 
consequence they are more bitter than 
ever. The stone company is determined to 
keep its works running, and will insist on 
the utmost protection. Four companies of 
the Fifth Regiment have been requested to 
aid the Sheriff, 

In response to Sheriff Leek’s request 
for militia Gov. Bushnell responded that 
the sheriff must use his own judgment 
and if unable to cope with the strikers 
himself to call out what militia he wanted 
in the county. Everything is quiet at 
Berea and West View at night. The 
sheriff has 150 deputies under arms, fifty 
with Winchester rifles, Company D. O. 
N. G., at Berea, is under arms and 
Company K of this city has ordered to 
stand in readiness to move. 

Four of the Polish Strikers were 
wounded in the melee at West View. 
Vicent Maschinski is shot through the 
lungs and will die. He is 35 years old, and 
hasa wife and four children, Martin 
Roekowski was wounded in the chin and 
Joseph Wawzonski and Anton Potok were 
slightly wounded in the legs. The strikers 
have sworn out warrants for the arrest of 
Deputy Sheriff Smith and other deputies, 
charging them with shooting to kill.

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CONSPIRACY CHARGED 


Against Two Boston Merchants Who 
Dealt Mainiy In Tobacco, 


Alleged Compact to Defraud)| 


by Bad Notes. 


Salesman Told an Interesting Story In the In- 
solvency Court. 


3oston, July 2.—The news of the ar- 
rest of two of the partners of the H. A. 
Davis company, charged with a con- 
epiracy to defrand creditors, has caused 
no little surprise to the numerous houses 
holding paper of the defendant firm, 

On June 16, a hearing before Judge 
McKim in the Suffolk insolvency court 
resulted in the firm going into insol- 
vency. At this hearing it came out in 
the evidence that the H. A. Davis com- 
pany had, until the September previous, 
been known as H. A. Davis & Co., cigar 
dealers, doing business at 140 Water 
street. Davis took Lindsey N. Oliver 
in partnership with him, and employed 
as salesman Isaac Hildebrand, who had 
been with the original firm of H. A. 
Davis & Co. 

Hildebrand, having been sworn testi- 
fied that a compact was made with the 
new company and a large outside to- 
bacco house, the proprietor of which is 
now being looked for by the police, to 
endorse each other’s notes. Hildebrand 
claimed that he was to go to Pennsyl- 
vania and order tobacco to be shipped 
immediately, and make payment for the 
weed in notes. These amounted to $12,- 
000. He was to be paid a small sum in 
money for his expenses, but his real 
salary was to be 25 per cent of what was 
made out of the deal. 

He claims that he was ready to start, 
and was staying at the Savoy, when, in 
the early part of April, he received a 
note telling him that “the game was 
up,” as the influential backer had gone 
into insolWwney. 

Nothing was offered in rebuttal to 
this testimony, and a decision was ren- 
dered. Since that time rumors have 
been current to which the atter 
the police were brought. 
Kelly and Robinson were detailed to 
work it up, and yesterday Inspector 
Robinson arrested Lindsey N. Oliver, 
and Inspector Kelly took Henry A. 
Davis in charge. 

Opinions differ as to the methods of 
the firm. It is stated that the firm sold 
goods, getting what they could for them, 
and let the creditors wait for their pay 
Some of the principal creditors say that 
they do not believe that the firm has 
done anything wrong. They believe that 
Mr. Davis and his partner are simply the 
victims of business depression. 

“One claim against the house is nearly 
$5000,"" said Emory Bemis, of Emory

DEATH OF MRS. STOWE. 


Three Paralytle Shocks Hastened the 


End of the Author, 
o 


Eighty-Five Years of “Life 
Were Well Spent. 


“Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ Made Her Famous | 
Throughout the Worid. 


Hartford, July 2.—Mrs. Stowe died at 
noon yesterday, at her home here, with- 
out regaining consciousness. Up to 
Friday of last week her physical condi- 
tion was ebout the same as it has been 
for the last two or three years, and the 
attack of paralysis on that day was 
wholly unexpected. ‘The second fol- 
lowed on Sunday, and on Monday even- 
ing the third, which left her wholly help- 
less, and with no chance of living. She 
passed peacefully away, as though into 
a deep sleep. By her bedside at the 
time were her son, Rev. Charles E. 
Btowe of Simsbury, her two daughters, 
Eliza and Harriet, hersister, Mrs. Isabel 
Beecher Hooker, and other relatives. 

Mrs. Stowe’s funeral will be held at 
her home at 5 o'clock this afternoon. 
Her body will be taken to Andover, 
Mass. The burial will be in the ceme- 
tary connected with the Andover Theo- 
logical seminary, where Mrs. Stowe’s 
husband, Professor Calvin E. Stowe and 
her son Henry, are buried. 


Mrs. Harriet Elizabeth Beecher Stowe, 
daughter of Lyman Beecher, was born 
at Litchfield on June 15, 1811. She was 
Lut four years old wheh her mother 
died. At an early age she manifested a 
great eagerness for books, and read the 
prosy theological works of her father’s 
library with an eagerness only excelled 
by that with which the pages of a stray 
vclume of the “Arabian Nights” or 
“Don Quixote’ were devoured. As she 
grew older, she was known as an absent- 
minded and moody young lady, odd in 
her manners and habits, but a fine 
scholar, excelling especially in composi- 
tion writing. On Jan. 5, 1836, she mar- 
ried Rev. Calvin Stowe, D. D., professor 
of biblical history in Lane seminary, 
over which her father presided. 

In the earlier part of her married life, 
Mrs. Stowe wrote for the magazine sev- 
eral tales and sketches, which were af- 
terward collected under the title of 
“The May Flower.” During her inter- 
vals of leisure amidst family cares, she 
continued to contribute to the periodi- 
cals sketches and short stories; but, 
apart from one or two Sunday school 
beeks, she attempted nothing of more 
importance until 1850, when she con- 
tributed to The National Era, an anti- 
slavery paper, published at Washing- 
ton, “Uncle Tom's Cabin,” as a serial. 
When the story was completed, she long 
and vainly sought a publisher for it, 
until a young Boston publisher finally 
consented to bring it out in 1852. It met 
with unequalled successs; $13,000 copies 
were sold in the United States within 
344 years, and in all, over 500,000 copies, 
including a German edition, prepared 
there. In Great Britain its sale was 
enormous. It was translated into 20 
different languages, including Welsh, 
Russian, Armenian, Arabic, Chinese and 
Japanese; there were 14 different Ger- 
man and four different French versions; 
and it was dramatized in various forms. 
In her subsequent works, Mrs. Stowe 
delineated the quaint old domestic life 
of New England 50 or 100 years ago, 
Mrs. Stowe was also for some time one 
of the editors of Hearth and Home. 

In 1852, her husband was appointed 
to fill the chair of sacred literature at 
Andover (Mass.) seminary, and she re- 
sided there until 1864, when, owing to 
failing health, he resigned and removed 
to Hartford, where he died, Aug. 22, 1886, 

Mrs. Stowe has, s?fnce her husband’s 
death, resided in Hartford, occasionally 
passing her winters in Florida, where 
she owned an extensive orange grove, 

(Mrs. Stowe's poems were few in num- 
ber. This is the only one included in the 
anthologies.]

How to Learn to Swim—Safe Daylight 
Fireworks For the Little Folks, 
. Paul’s Cathedral. 


Every boy and girl ought to know | 


| how to swim, and those who propose 


learning this summer will find help in 
the accompanying suggestions from The 
Standard Designer: 

A beginner should first get accus- 
tomed to the shock of water, and the 
best way to do this is to wade into a 
shallow place, and, standing 
the face to the shore, duck un- 
der the water so that the head and body 
are both wet, holding the breath while 
under the water and snorting on reach- 
ing the surface. The inclination to in- 
hale or breathe in will be almost irre- 
sistible at first, but it must not be 
yield d to. 

Next select a spot with a smooth bot- 
tom and only afoot or two of water 
and stretch out in itfull length. Keep 
your finger tips on the bottom and raise 
You will be surprised to see 
how easily can do it. Back out 
slowly to where the water is deeper, and 
you will find the weight grow less and 
less as the support under the body be- 
comes greater. 

Swimming is easier with the legs and 
hands well under the water, the head 
thrown back so as to be nearly as 
possible over the lungs. A good plan 
when learning to swim is to begin by 
keeping the tips of the fingers on the 
bottom and swimming with the feet 
only. Then, little by little, almost un- 
consciously, one begins paddling with 
the hands until some day one suddenly 
realizes thatone isswimming. The best 
plan is toswim always toward the shore 
until comparatively a muster of the art 
of swimming. 

There is no better fun than diving, 
always provided that one knows how to 
do it. In India one of the pastimes of 
the people is divir,, into Jumping wells, 
where they indulge in aswim. Their 
method of diving is a very peculiar one. 
As they jamp they spread and bend 
their arms and legs until they look like 
the frame a windmill, but just be- 
fore touching the water they straighten 
out, join their hands above their heads, 
pat their toes close together and drop 
into the pool feet first like an arrow

The stenographer at the Keokuk 
office in the meantime had come on to 
Chicago and had become familiar both 
with the marketing of the product of 
the Iowa factory and with the commis- 
sion business. She was promoted to the 
lInapagement on the failure of the sec- 
ond partner to make a success of the 
business and has been managing it ever 
siuce. Her position is no sinecure, and 
her appearance in the board of trade 
corridor is the least part of her duties.

At work in 
the background is the senatorial move- 
ment for Tcller, with the free silver Re- 
publicans and their allies, the Populist, 
leaders straining every nerve to im- 
press on the convention the advisabilit, 
of nominating the Colorado man. With 
all these silver forces struggling against 
each other, with the gold men solid and 
compact, ready to obey orders, it is a 
shrewd poli ‘cal prophet who can point 
the way out. It will require at least 
another day for the fog to lift.

The silver leaders 
admit that their two-thirds majority is 
an undisciplined mass, running hither 
and thither, possibly to be stampeded in 
the end. They started out with the an- 
nounced intention of getting together 
and arranging a program to be put 
through by the sheer force of their ma- 
jority. They were to abrogate the two- 
thirds rule, and select their candidate in 
a caucus of silver. Both these projects 
were put aside, and they are now at the 
door of the convention with the question 
of a candidate open, and a deadlock in= 
evitable. It will require every silver 
vote in the convention to nominate, and 
the friends of any one candidate can, if 
the gold men do not plump their votes 
to a silver man who may be formidable, 
but not the choice of the majority, pre- 
vent an early nomination. This would 
play into the hands of those who are 
maneuvering to bring forward Teller at 
the opportune time, or if the sentiment 
of the convention refused to yield to the 
leader of the St. Louis bolters, into the 
hands of the managers of a dark horse. 

Buck Hinrichsen’s poll of the Illinois 
delegation, showing a majority for 
Bland, was confirmed when the delega- 
tion voted, 47 to 1, to support the Mis- 
sourlan. Kansas and Texas also fell in 
line for Bland, and these acquisitions 
made “Silver Dick's” followers very con- 
fident, but Boies’ boom also grew apace. 
lowa’s ex-Governor’s managers received 
assurances of support from the south, 
which buoyed up their hopes. The Iowa 
candidate at present has the support of 
many eastern gold men, who expect to 
bow to the will of the majority. Bland, 
they urge, isa man of single idea. Inthe 
end, the situation seems to possibly point 
to an outsider, as the termination of 
this political strife. 

The silver men go into the convention 
with nothing decided as to the platform, 
and there promises to be a ruction, and 
perhaps bad blood over the matter. A 
very considerable number, with their 
eyes on the votes of the silver Republi- 
cans, desire to completely ignore the 
tariff question, while others are in favor 
of a moderate declaration for a tariff 
which will raise sufficient revenue torun 
the government. On the other hand, 
there are radicals who want an absolute 
free trade plank in the platform. The 
Nebraska delegation yesterday elected 
a member of the committee on resolu- 
tions who wants a free trade declaration.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Situation In New England Vastly In- 
proved by Heavy Rain. 


Fruits and Berries Making a 
Good Showing. 


Haying Begun In Some Districts, With Pros: 
pects of a Fair Crop. 


Boston, July 7.—The New England 
section of the United States agricultural 
bureau issues the following bulletin: 

A heavy, soaking rain fell over the 
most of Maine on the afternoon and 
night of the 4th, benefitting grass and 
hoed crops very much. The first part 
of the week had been hot and drying, 
and field crops were wilting to a@ cone 
silerable extent, but since the rain they 
show a marked improvement. The cor- 
respondent at Lewiston states that 
crops never looked better at this season 
of the year. Ue says the hay crop will 
not be so bulky us last year, but will 
be more solid and hardy, and probably 
of equal value. Most correspondents 
think the crop will be considerably be- 
low the average, though there is no 
doubt but the rain will cause a marked 
increase in the growth. Haying has 
begun to a limited extent, but is not 
general yet in this state. Potatoes and 
corn are both reported a little backward, 
but growing well. Apples and small 
fruits are very promising and are grow- 
ing well 

The week has been generally favorable 
for work in New Hampshire, and haying 
and hoeing have been pushed along to- 
gether. All Leld crops, grass lands and 
pastures wer: feeling the effects of the 
hot, drying weather very badly, but the 
rain has given present relief, and the 
outlook is more promising. The cor- 
respondent in Carroll county reports 
that corn looks discouraging, and that 
crops are backward and looking rather 
poor on the whole, but the general re- 
port is that field and garden crops are 
growing well, except on very light soil. 


Grain is very good. Grass is reported 
to be better than was expected before 
getting into it, but it promises to be 
very light in most fields. A correspond- 
ent in Merrimack county says small 
fruits will be poor on account of the 
drought, but generally raspberries are 
doing well and blackberries have set for 
a large crop. Apples are still promising 
and not falling badly, except in a few 
instances 

The weather was very dry and windy 
in Vermont till the 4th, and crops suf- 
fered to a considerable extent. Pastures 
and grass on dry fieJds suffered es- 
pecially; the former turned brown very 
fast, and the latter dried up and de- 
creased in amount where not cut. The 
rain of the 4th and 5th amounted to about 
one-half inch in southern districts, but 
in Addison r two Inches 
came. The ground too stof the rain, 
and much good wi esult to crops. 
Haying has begun, « correspondents 
report a light crop where cut. Field 
crops have grown well generally, and ara 
promising. Strawberries have been 
good and of remarkably good flavor. 
Apples are dropping some, but gen 


of the trees. 

The weather has been generally favor- 
able for haymaking in Massachusetts, 
and much hay has been housed in easte 
ern counties in good condition. Crops 
were feeling the effects of the dry 


central districts, Dut the rains of the last 
of the week have moistened the top of 
the ground, and changed the outlook to 
a marked extent. Hail fellina thunder- 
storm in the Connecticut valley on the 
8d, doing some damage to tobacco flelds 
in Southampton and vicinity, though not 
seriously. Tobacco is growing well, and 
reports from Hampden county state that 
it stands on an average abi 
in height. Corn and potatoes are doing

fairly well. Garden crops are coming] 


into the market in good quantity, and of 
fine quality. Tomatoes are very large, 
Wild raspberries are ripening, and a 
fair crop. Blackberry bushes hang very 
full. Blueberries are coming into tha 
markets, and a good crop is indicated. 


Cranberries are in blossom, and promise} 


well. 

The week has given fine growing 
weather in Fhode Island. The first part 
was warm, with much sunshine, and the 
last cool and cloudy, with a good shower 
on the 4th and ith. Haying has been 
delayed, but the crop has been improved, 
Hoed crops are all growing well. 

The week has been very favorable in 
Connecticut, and all crops are promis- 
ing. One correspondent in Fairfield 
county reports that, during a ride over 
the county on the 4th, he made the fol- 
lowing observations: “Rye is ready for 
the reaper, is heavy and stands up well; 
cats are of a very rank growth; pota- 
toes looking fair; corn small, but good 
color; crop of blackberries and raspber- 
ries large; few fall pears; hardly an 
average apple crop; hay crop almost an 
average, but more daisies than usual.” 
Other correspondents tell about the same 
story about all crops. In New Haven 
county new potatoes show some scab 
but yleld well. Turnip seed cutting has 


commenced in this county with a zood| 


crop. Quince bushes are showing signg 
of biight. Grapes are promising very 
plenty tn Tolland county.

A DISASTROUS CLOUDBURST 


Sweeps Away Houses, Cattle and Crop---Three 
Persons Drowned. 

Wheeling, July 7.—Another waterspout 
in the interior of Ohio and Marshall 
counties, yesterday, caused great loss of 
property, and a suspension of railroad 
traffic out 


S city on two railroads. 
Sunday n » rainfall in the interior 
Was very heavy, and yesterday morn- 
ing there was so much rain that it ap- 
. The 
Various streams, inclu and Lit- 
tle Wheeling creeks, Little Grave creek, 
Jim's Run, on the West Virginia side of 
the river, and Wheeling creek, and other 
tributaries on the Ohio side, sent out 


an immense amount of water. The water 
Was speedily out of banks. Farmhouses 
Were Washed from foundations, stock 


Crowned, growing crops destroyed, and 
many narrow escapes from death in the 
raging waters 

Wheeling creek put out into the Ohio 
s0 furiously that up-bound towboats 
Were unable to stem the tide, and had to 
tle up below the city. The Baltimore 
and Ohio depot extends over the mouth 
of the creek, and was soon seen to be in 
danger, as the water was carry ing away 
the foundai:ons of the pier at the north 
side. Allcarsand property of value w ers 
taken away, ahd people warned of the 
danger. At 11:30a.m the east span went 
down, and carried with it the railroad 
bridge to the west. Further up the 
creek the trestle work of the Wheeling 
Terminal road was carried away. 

Twelve miles below the city, at 
Moundsvile, the damage was quite se- 
vere. The steel bridges of the Ohio 
river and Baltimore and Ohio roads were 
carried away, the current being so swift 
that the Ohio river bridge was sent to 
the middle of the Ohio river. 

Up Little Grave creek, a hotel in the 
ofl field was carried off its foundation 
but no lives were lost. ; 

The Ohio river read fs now using a 
steamboat between Wheeling and 
Moundsville for hauling passengers 
trains for the south starting at the lat- 
ter point. The Baltimore and Ohio is 
blocked from Wheeling to Grafton and 
its eastbound passenger trains are going 
by way of Pittsburg. The loss to the 
two railroads named is about $20,000,

The report says: The following table, 
showing the amounts appropriated for the 
repair and construction of roads and 
bridges is as complete as can be prepared 
from the data secured by correspondence 
with the officials of the various munici- 
palities. 

Nearly every year lately the city has 
made special appropriations for new roads. 
The amount in 1895 was probably smaller 
tban in other years, but instead of nothing 
as appeared in the table, there was at least 
$3,955.61, as follows: Beale street, $2,000; 
Walker street, $1,955.61.

Price Per 1000 Has Been Reduced 
to Starvation Wages.

Gloucester, Mass., July 8.—It is learned 
that City Marshal Parsons, in pushing 
the crusade against the illegal sale of 
Iquor, under the existing no-license con- 
ditions here, has served notice upon all 
owners of buildings in which occupants 
have been convicted of illegally keeping 
liquor for sale, that they must secure 
other tenants or they will be prosecuted 
under chapter 201 of the public statutes, 
Which provides that owners of buildings 
who knowingly let their premises for 
the illegal sale of liquor shall be equally 
liable to prosecution with the propri- 
etors of such places.

T. F.°Curry of North 
Carolina placed in nomination Judge 
Walter Clark of the supreme court of 
North Carolina. Tom Johnson of Cleve- 
land nominated ex-Congressman George 
W. Fithian of Illinois. M. A. Miller of 
Oregon presented the name of ex-Gov- 
William A, 


ernor Pennoyer of Oregon. 
Burke of California named Arthur 
Sewall Maire. J. D. Showalter of 
Missouri named J® Sibley of Pennsyl- 
vania. C. S. Thomas of Colorado ad- 
vised the convention to select Sewall of 
Maine. Governor Culberson told the con- 
vention that Texas was for Richard P. 
Bland. O. W. Powers of Utah presented 
the name of John W. Daniel of Virginia.

Alabama cast her 22 votes 
for Sewall, but when John 
linois announced that Iltinois cast 48 
votes for McLean there was a scene of 
wild confusion. At last order was re- 
stored, and the roll of the delegation 
was called. It showed 28 for McLean, 10 
for Sewall and 10 absent, but under the 
unit rule the 48 votes went to McLean. 
The result of the fourth ballot follows: 
McLean, 296; Sewall, 261; Williams, 
(Mass.) 9; Harrity, 11; Clarke, 46; Pattl- 
son, 1; Daniel, 54. Votes cast, 678. Ab- 
cent, 252. Necessary, 453. 

The fourth ballot having been an- 
nounced, Ulrich Sloan of the Ohio dele- 
gation, who had placed Mr. McLean in 
nomination, received a telegram from 
the Ohio man, which was as follows: 
“Any vote cast for me for vice president 
is against my expressed wish, and with- 
out my authority.” He added to the 
telegram the comment, “that ts for Mc- 
Lean, not the Ohio delegation."”” Shouts 
of “McLean,” mingled with “No, no” 
and “Sewall,”” interrupted the reading 
of the dispatch, and continued for a 
time. When order was restored, the 
fifth ballot was taken. When the roll- 
call was concluded there was a hurried 
consultation. Sewall had 420 votes, 
within 25 votes of enough to nominate. 
The Lllinois delegation wavered. Sud- 
denly Harvey Donovan mounted a 
chair, and shouted: “Illinois, which will 
cast its vote for the nominee of this con- 
vention, now desires to aid in the making 
of the ticket. She casts her 48 votes for 
Arthur Sewall of Maine.” “That nomi- 
nates Sewall, hurrah,” shouted thou- 
sands of voices.

Good Work

During the past year the Young Men’s 
Christian Association has won for itself a 
reputation in Association circles because 
of its being the first association to intro- 
duce the Sloyd system of wood work for 
| boys. With an outfit of only twelve 

benches, costing $125, the present of Mr. 
| W. G, Corthell, and an expenditure of less 
than $200 more for instruction, the Asso- 
ciation has been able to instruct thirty- 
nine boys in eight months, It takes 
several years for the average boy to com- 
plete the Sloyd course, but every lesson is 
of some use, teaching him some new exer- 
cise and the use of some one or more tools. 

It is a great mistake, however, for people 
to think that the object of the Sloyd class 
is to teach a boy the carpenter’s trade, 
No doubt a boy will very easily learn the 
carpenter's trade after having taken Sloyd, 
but the primary object of Sloyd is educa- 
tional. Inthe first place, every boy must 
make his own drawing of the model he is 
to make, with the proper specifications. 

The educational aim of Sloyd is to instill 


a taste for and a love of labor in general; to

They were a bit weary from 
their long journey, but the ex-governor 
appeared as lively and happy as any. 
He was pleased to be in the wilds once 
more, there in the freedom of the woods 
and streams to regain the strength that 


had been severely teved during the 
stormy days of the recent convention at 
Chicago.

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OUR LIGHT SYSTEM 


BOAT OVERTURNED, 


Many Men Lost Their Lives In ‘a Wild 
Scramble Which Followed. 


Cleveland, July 17.—At 8 o'clock last 
night, while a flat-bottomed ferryboat 
loaded with laborers, was crossing the 
Old river channel, it was capsized, All 
the men were thrown into the channel, 
and between 15 and 20 were drowned. 

The accident was due toa panic among 
the men on board. The boat was go 
loaded that the gunwale was only three 
jaches above the water, and a passing 
tug made waves which came into the 
bow. At once there was a rush to the 
other side, and the boat went under and 
Spilled the men. They were all members 
of a gang of ore handlers, and were going 
to their homes. 

The scene was one of wild str uggle for 
life. Lines and life preservers were 
thrown from. the tug and the steamer 
Langdon, and many of the men in the 
water were pulled aboard. Others were 
rescued by small boats, and some swaim 
ashore. 

The life saving crew was summoned, 
and the work of searching for bodies at 
once began, 

Those who escaped scattered in every 
direction, and it is uncertain just how 
many lives were lost, but 20 men were 
reported missing. 

The crowding of the boat was due to 
the fact that the ore gangs pay just so 
much per trip on the ferry, and the more 
men that get on the less the cost per pas- 
Senger. 

The scenes on the streets where most 
of the men lived were indescribable. 
Men, women and children were running 
about screaming, and the disorder makes 
it impossible to get intelligent stories 
from those who were rescued. The men 
were mainly Germans or Poles, and their 
families cannot speak English. 

An immense crowd gathered on the 
banks of the river watching the work 
of the boats condueting the search. 
Among them was William 3enlow, a 
pressman. In moving about he fell into 
the river and was drowned. 

The actions of some undertakers were 
disgusting. They almost came to blows 
in their anxiety to gain possession of the 
bodies, and the police had to interfere.

CONFESSION OF GUILT.! 


Suicide of Frank The Thomas, a Pros- 
perous Farmer, Thus Regarded, 


Wife Recently Died Under 
Suspicious Circumstances. 


Blew His Brains Out When the Authorities 
Began to Investigate. 


Bangor, Me., July 17.—Presque Isle 
people were shocked yesterday to learn 
of the suicide of a prominent citizen, and 
his death exposes what is supposed to 
have been a terrible tragedy, which has 
been a mystery. The suicide was Frank 
C. Thomas, who had a large farm and 
was in prosperous circumstances. The 
facts which led up to his tragic death 
had their origin several years ago, and 
are substantially as follows: 

Ten years ago Thomas married a Miss 
Clark, a fine, intelligent, respectable 
young lady, then 19 years of age. Soon 
after their married life began domestic 
troubles commenced to multiply. Thomas 
became ugly and abusive, and his treat- 
ment was so inhuman that her mind 
gave way under the terrible strain, and 
she became insane. This was five years 
ago. She was taken to the Augusta hos- 
pital, where remained until last 
April. 

When she was brought home last Fri- 
day there was a party for the young 
girl, 9 years old, and Mrs. Thomas was 
feeling as well as usual. That night, 
however, she was taken with convul- 
sions and soon expired. She was buried 
Sunday. 

Certain circumstances connected with 
hey death led her father and her brothers 
to enter a complaint of their suspicions, 
claiming she had been poisoned. County 
Attorney Lumbert was notified, and 
directed Drs. Boone, Upham and Sawyer 
to make an investigation. The remains 
were taken up Tuesday, the contents of 
the stomach removed and forwarded, 
under charge of Deputy Sheriff King, te 
Augusta, to State Chemist Robinson, for 
analysis. 

These proceedings had gone on g0 
quietly that Thomas did not hear of 
them until Wednesday night. He retired 
as usual, arose early, aS was his cus- 
tom, yesterday morning, and started for 
the barn, carrying his gun with him, 
Two young men saw him and followed 
him, but he sent them to the field, ona 
pretext. He then deliberately sat down 
on a “jigger,’’ placed the muzzle to his 
head and pulled the trigger. The top of 
his head was blown off, and he died in- 
stantly. 

Word was at once sent to the coroner 
at Fort Fairfield. It is supposed he 
poisoned his wife, and from fear of de- 
tection took his own life. Six years ago 
Thomas was accused of incendiarism, 
but the charge could not be sustained. 
His father died last March under very 
similar conditions to those surrounding 
the death of his wife, and it is now 
claimed that he killed him. The family 
here is now wiped out, except a little 
girl, 9 years old. Thomas was 45 years 
old, and has several brothers in Penn- 
sylvania.

in makTnig 4 hopeléss‘stand ror the ddop- 
tion of the minority report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions. His great effort 
made him conspicuous in the convention, 
and won the respect of his silver oppon- 
ents. The concluding portion of the 
speech follows: 


WILLIAM EUSTIS RUSSELL. 
“In the details of this convention I 
have heard one false note from the com- 


monwealth of Massachusetts. I answer 
it not in anger, but in sorrow. And I 
appeal to you, my asogiates of the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation,o I not speak the 
true sentiments of our state and our 
party when I utter their and your earn- 
est, emphatic and unflinching protest 
against the platform of this convention. 

“I have heard from the lips of some of 
the old leaders of your party at whose 
feet we younger men have lived to learn 
our Democracy, that this new departure 
was the bright dawn of a betterday. I 
would to God I could believe it. I have 
heard that Democracy was being tied to 
astar. Yes, but not to the lone star, my 
Texan friends; that we would welcome, 
but I fear to the falling star, which 
flashes for the instant and then goes out 
in the dimness of the night. 

“No, my friends, we see not the dawn, 
but the darkness of division and defeat. 
Oh, that from this great majority there 
might come the word of concession and 
conciliation. Oh, that the olive branch 
of peace might be lifted to bind us to- 
gether heart and soul, as of old. 

“I know the binding force of Instruc- 
tions, but no convention has sent a dele- 
gate to rigidly control his conscience in 
the face of this evident peril. 

“T have finished. I have finished my 
word of protest. 


“In closing, let me speak a word of 
prophecy, uttered with the love and 
loyalty which would rally all Dem- 


ocrats under the old flag: When this 
storm has subsided and the dark clouds 
ot passion and of prejudice have passed 
away, and there comes after the turmoil 
of this. convention the sober second 
thought, then the protest we of the mli- 
nority here make will be hailed as the 
ark of the covenant of our faith, where, 
reunited, We shall meet to carry our old 
principles again to triumphant victory.” 


Cleveland Grieved. 

Buzzard's Bay, Mass., July 17.—Pres!- 
dent Cleveland keenly feels the death of 
William k&. Russell, and expressed his 
sorrow in the following tribute: “My 
personal relations were so intimate and 
close with ex-Governor Russell that [ 
could not but be terribly shocked at the 
news of his sudden death. While this 
intelligence has caused me to mourn the 
personal loss, I cannot forget Mr. Rus- 
sell’s eminent public services, and his 
attributes of bravery and patriotism, 
Which made him so valuable a citizen, 
especially at this time, when courageous 
adherences to the right and unfaltering 
advocacy of sound principles are so 
much needed. It may, therefore, well be 


said that the country has suffered a 
bereavement. The people of Massachu- 
setts surely cannot fail to mourn 


throughout the length and breadth of 
the commonwealth, the untimely death 
of a son whose career has at all times 
reflected honor upon his native state.” 


Boston Mourns. 

Boston, July 17.—The first news of ex- 
Governor Russell's death was received 
with almost absolute incredulity on the 
streets of this city. Even members of 
the law firm with which he wag asso- 
clated refused to look upon the matter 
seriously when asked if they were able 
to verify the rumor of the €x-governor’s 
death. It was not until after the press 
wires had been busy for some time that 
verification of the sad news was ob- 
tained, and there was no further hope 
that the story wasunfounded. The first 
news was contained in the following 
telegram to Joseph B. Russell, brother 
of the ex-governor, signed by Colonel 
Harry E. Russell; ‘Will found dead in 
bed this morning. Death painless, 
Probably heart disease. Start for Bos- 
ton at once.” 

Hon. George Fred Williams said: “He 
had a very remarkable personality. He 
Was an honorable opponent under all 
circumstances. In positions of respon- 
sibility he always employed himself 
with dignity, and never lost sight of re- 
sponsibility. No doubt the intensity of 
his nature made political life a severe 
tax upon his physical system. I have 
no doubt that the strain of political 
work sapped his vigor and aggravated 
his weakness,” 

No tribute, probably, was voiced with 
such evidence of strong emotion as ex- 
Governor John D. Long’s. He seemed 
profoundly affected by the news. Hav- 
ing been asked had he learned of Mr. 
Russell's death, he replied in the affirma- 
tive. “I heard it with unutterable sad- 
ness,” he said, repeating the last phrase 
with regretful emphasis many times. 
*The sympathy I have to express is the 
deepest. It is a sadder case than the 
usual ong of a man ripe in years, who 
had fulfined his mission. He wag only 
40, and had years of usefulness and sery- 
ice to his country before him.” 

Mayor Quincy said: “He leaves be- 
hind him an unusually wide circle of 
personal friends, who will deeply mourn 
his untimely end, in early manhood, just 
as his powers had fully matured. He 
will hold a unique place in the political 
history of the Democratic party and the 
commonwealth. 

The Reform club of Massachusetts, at 
its dinner held yesterday, took action on 
the death of ex-Governor Russell, the 
following resolutions being adopted: 

“Whereas, it has pleased God to take 
from our midst our beloved fellow citi- 
zen and friend, William Eustis Russell, 
ere yet he had achieved the full measure

Whitney's Tribute. 

New York, July 17.—William C. 
Whitney paid William E. Russell a 
loyal tribute last night. Mr. Russell was 
a member of Mr. Whitney’s party, which 
went to the Chicago convention in @ 
private car. 

“My last intimate association with 
Governor Russell at Chicago,” sald Mr. 
Whitney, “makes this news more shock- 
ing than I can express. I have never 
known a better man in a fight—always 
willing, steady and reliable; right 
minded and abundantly trustworthy; 
ready to take any part and ready to do 
any part well, and with it all genial and 
full of fun. I became very much at- 
tached to him. We all parted with him 
un the platform of the Albany station 
last Saturday, with a real feeling of 
regret. In my judgment, there was no 
man of his age in the United States with 
greater promise of usefulness and 
honor, and almost none with more 
capacity for valuable service to the pub- 
lic. To be able to present political truth 
in a way to reach the popular mind isa 
great faculty. He had it. His is a great 
loss.” 

The board of trustees of the Reform 
club, of which organization ex-Governor 
Russell was a member, adopted resolu- 
tions of respect last night. They read 
as follows: ‘“‘Resolved, That in the un- 
timely death of W. E. Russell, the cause 
of good government has lost an able, 
fearless and devoted champion, the na- 
tion one of the best citizens, and this club 
one of its most distinguished and hon- 
ored members. Resolved, That the re- 
spectful sympathy of the members of 
this club be tendered to the widow and 
family of the deceased statesman.” 


At the Stricken Home. 

Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., July 
17.—Mrs. William E. Russell and her 
three children, William Eustis, Jr., 
Richard Manning and Margeret, who 
are spending the summer in a quiet 
cottage overlooking the bay, were in 
ignorance of the cloud of sadness over- 
hanging them until 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, when a telegram from 
Colonel Harry E. Russell was received, 
announcing the death of the husband 
and father of this little family. Ap 
parently dazed at first, Mrs. Russell, as 
the significance of the sad news grew 
upon her, seemed to be bearing up well. 
Ex-Governor Russell's brother, Joseph 
B., arrived just after 3 o'clock. Profound

A TRIANGULAR FIGHT. 


Populists’ Convention Promises to Be 
a Rather Lively Affair, 


Some Kind of a Bolt Figured 
Upon as a Certainty. 


Wide Diversity ef Opinion Shown In Statements 
of Various Leaders. 


&t. Louis, July 20.—Few of the dele- 
gates to the Populist convention have ar- 
rived, but among the leaders who have 
reached the city a very bitter war has 
developed. They seem to be aligning 
themselves for a three-cornered fight; 
first, those who favor a straight endorse- 
ment or nomination of Bryan and Sew- 
all, which will bring to the Chicago 
ticket the support of the Populists; sec- 
ond, those who enjoy a fusion electoral 
ticket, which will maintain the Populist 
party organization intact and place the 
leaders in a position to demand recogni- 
tion in the event the ticket Is successful; 
and third, what are known as the “Mid- 
dle of the Road” Populists, who favor an 
independent platform and ticket and 
who oppose fusioninany form. The lat- 
ter, if present indications count for any- 
thing, will eventually be overruled, 

The ‘“‘Middle of the Road” men, how- 
ever, will prove strong and valuable 
allies of the leaders of the second class, 
who are determined to preserve their 
party organization at all hazards, but 
who express an earnest desire to com- 
bine all the silver strength if a way can 
be found to give them recognition. The 
real fight, it is believed, will come be- 
tween this faction and those who are in 
favor of putting behind them for the 
present all pride of party for the sake 
of the cause of silver, to which they are 
pledged. 

Chairman Taubeneck, the chairman of 
this middle wing, gave out a statement 
outlining the plan of fusion electors as 
the only condition on which he is willing 
to join hands with the free silver Dem- 
ocracy. But even with fusion electors 
he wants a set of Populist nominees, 
the purpose being, if his plan is carried 
out, to elect Bryan president and a Pop- 
ulist vice president. Taubeneck’s inter- 
view met with a storm of protests from

Card Given a Hearing for Death of 


Farmer Henderson. 


The case against William Card for 
assault upon Charles L, Henderson at} 
Braintree came up for hearing this morn- 
ing. The original complaint against Card | 
was for assault, but the developments at | 
the inquest held Monday were of such a 
nature that a pew warrant was issued this 
morning charging him with manslaughter, | 
upon which he was given a hearing this 
morning, being represented by A. P.| 
Worthen, Esq. 

John 8S. Hallimore of Brockton, the first | 
witness, testified that on the Saturday be- 
fore Henderson died, Card came to Brock- | 
ton and asked him where he could find | 
Mrs, Henderson’s son. Witness was sus- 
picious, and he questioned Card, who finally 
admitted that he had had a row with Hen 
derson and had broken his jaw. Sunday, | 
Card came after him, saying that Hender- | 
son was dying. When he arrived Hender- | 


son was dead. Mrs, Henderson said he 
had died of pneumonia, and that he was a 
brute, and no one but she and God knew | 
what she had suffered. 

Arthur Cunningham of Braintree testi- 
fied that on the day of the assault he was 
in his pasture, when he heard a woman 
screaming, and heard her cry out, “Oh! 
Will, don’t, don’t.” He had seen Mrs. 
Henderson and Card out riding several 
times, 

Officer Edward D. Howard of Holbrook 
saw Henderson the morning after the 
assault when he came fora warrant. His'| 
face was cut and he walked lame. 

Charles H, Jameson of Braintree knew 
Card and the Hendersons, He had a con 
versation with Mrs, Henderson in the barn 
on Sunday after Henderson died, Mrs. 
Henderson told bim that on Friday 
Henderson was very sick and she called 
Dr, Dearing who several times. 
Sunday he died. Mrs. Henderson said he 
died of pneumonia. Witness had seen 
Card and Mrs, Henderson walking and 
riding together and had seen them at work 
together in the field.

KITE FLYING. 
A Flight Sent Up from Blue Hill 


Lands in Quincy. 


A flight of kites was sent up on Blue 
Hill Monday that reached the highest re 


corded height ever attained before with 
}such instruments. The top kite of the 


line reached 7200 feet, or nearly a mile and 
a half above the sea level. The result is 
the culmination of a long series of experi 
ments, often leading to troublesome set- 
backs, which have been finally overcome.

were found in Quincy, over three miles 
away. 

These experiments have for their main 
object the study of the upper air, for which

barometric pressure, is attached, to the 
string and raised to great heights, ander 
conditions yielding more satisfactory data 
than if stationed ona mountain. Onlya 
long series of such records, obtained in 
varying conditions, will afford enough 
data for general formulus, bnt many indi- 
vidual records already obtained are full of 
suggestion to the trained observer and re 
veal many curious and unlooked for rela 
tions in the distribution of heat, vapor and 
wind velocity in successive layers of the 
atmosphere.— Herald.

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BRYAN IN THE LEAD. 


At Least That Is the Claim of His 
Supporters In Populist Ranks, 


“Middle of the Road” Men 
Will Probably Bolt. 


Chairman Jones Doing Active Missionary Work 
In Behalf Democrats. 


St. Louts, July 21.—The Populist situ- 
ation does not crystallize rapidly. The 
leaders are at war over the question of 
endorsing or nominating Bryan, Some, 
like Governor Llewelling, Senator Allen 
of Nebraska, John B. Weaver of Iowa 
(who was the Populist candidate for 
president In 1892), Reuben Kolb of Ala- 
bama (who claims he was twice de- 
frauded of the governorship of his state), 
Tom Patterson and Governor Waite of 
Colorado, are earnestly striving for an 
endorsement of the Chicago ticket; 
Chairman Taubeneck, Ignatius Don- 
nelly of Minnesota, Senator Butler of 
North Carolina, ex-Governor Buchanan 
of Tennessee and Jacob Coxey of Ohlo, 
want to endorse Bryan under terms laid 
down by them, while “Cyclone” Davis 
of Texas, Paul Vandervort of Nebraska, 


Frank Burkett of Mississippi, and 
others, want to keep in the middle of the 
road and nominate an independent 


ticket on an independent platform. Each 
faction asserts that it desires to preserve 
the autonomy of the party organization, 
and that its way is the way. Ship- 
wrecked hopes and a bolt seem inevit- 
able, no matter what the ultimate out- 
come fs. 

The Bryan supporters claim to be the 
majority. They well organized. 
Their leaders are shrewd and sagacious 
—many of them are experienced poll- 
ticlans—in addition to this they have 
the open and active support of the sil- 
ver party leaders, whose convention is 
likely to be simply a Bryan ratification 
meeting, and of Senator Jones, chairman 
of the Democratic national committee, 
who is here with lieutenantg striving 
to, this end. Their strength spreads over 
the entire country west of the MissourL 
Many of the delegates from this section, 
like Llewelling of Kansas and Patterson 
of Colorado, declare that if Bryan is not 
nominated or endorsed for president, 
nine-tenths of the Populists will support 
him, and the identity of the Populist 
party in the west will be destroyed. 

The “Middle of the Road” Populists 
are mostly from the south, where for sev- 
eral years, they Say, it has been war to 
the knife and Knife to the hilt in their 
battle wth the Democracy, and they have 
nalled their banner to the mast. They 
will have neither surrender or fusion. 
They have captured scattering votes in 
the west, and quite a number from the 
Pacific coast. In California they claim 
a majority of the delegation. They are 
extremely radical. Their headquarters 
at the Laclede are constantly filled with 
a pushing, noisy mass of people. The 
walls are placarded with mottoes and 
editorials from Populist papers demand- 
ing the repudiation of the Chicago ticket, 
and several orators are usually talking 
to the crowd at the same time. 

An irredeemable currency and direct 
legislation are proclaimed to be the 
foundations of their faith. The initia- 
tive and referendum scheme, which is to 
originate all legislation with the people, 
and refer it back te them for endorse- 
ment, is the keystone of their arch. 
“We want to do away with the supreme 
court that sits above the people,” shout- 
ed one of the orators yesterday after- 
noon. “Then we will remonetize sil- 
ver, have government ownership of rail- 
roads and telegraphs, enact immigra- 
tion and income laws, and crush the 
monopolies and trusts that have us by 
the throats.” 

Prospects of a Bolt. 

These men will probably bolt In any 
event, although there are evidences of a 
split in some of the southern delegations, 
like that of Texas. The basis of repre- 
sentation is one delegate for each sena- 
tor and representative, and one for each 
2000 Populist votes cast. Under this 
apportionment Texas and North Caro- 
lina have the largest delegations, 95 
each out of a total of about 1300. In 
North Carolina the fusion Populist and 
Republican votes are counted, and these 
two delegations, it will be seen, com- 
prise almost one-sixth of the convention. 
Georgia, which is also claimed by the 
“Middle of the Road” faction, has 61. 
The largest of the Bryan delegations is 
Kansas, with 91. Alabama, which is for 
Bryan, has 54, and Nebraska 51. The 
Bryan people claim, on a preliminary 
canvass, that takes no account of some 
delegations which have not yet put in 
an appearance, 423 votes. Their claims, 
however, are disputed in several quar- 
ters. 

The real fight appears to be between 
the Bryan supporters and those who in- 
sist upon a compromise that will give 
official endorsement of the Populist or- 
ganization. A great many plans for this 
compromise have been suggested, the 
basis of all of which is the adoption of 
a separate platform and a division of the 
electors. As to the rest the plans differ. 
Some desire a separate ticket, others are 
willing to accept the Chicago nominees. 
There was a movement in favor of the 
division of the ticket yesterday, Bryan 
to head it, and some Populist, preferably 
from the south, to be his running mate. 
All these plans are more or less imprag- 
ticable, as they would create complica- 
tions which would be hard to straighten 
out before the campaign could begin, 

Chairman Jones has rejected the prop- 
osition to throw Sewall overboard, and 
the Bryan supporters in the Populist 
party take a positive position in epposi- 
tion to it; but it is thought that a divis- 
ion of electors in some of the states 
like North Carolina, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota and Texas, could be arranged by the 
state committees, which alone would 
have the power to enter into any agree- 
ment. Chairman Jones has conferred 
with such of the Populist leaders as 
have called on him, and has pointed out 
that the battle is between McKinley and 
the gold standard, and Bryan and the 
silver Mandard. He says that the Demo- 
crats do not want to absorb the Populist 
organization, but it rests with the latter 
to endorse Bryan in the interests of the 
silver cause, or endanger success by de- 
clining to do so. The responsibility, he 
says, rests with them, and he does not 
hesitate to say that he believes the rank 
and file of the Populists will desert their 
leaders on the issue if they refuse to ac- 
cept the onmortunity. Me takes them to

He and his friends deny that any 
pledges are being made, but Senator 
Alien of Nebraska, whose position gives 
him great weight in Populistic councils, 
is proclaiming to his friends, that if Mr. 
Bryan is selected, all who rally to his 
eupport, whether Democrats, Populists 
or Republicans, will be on an equal foot- 
ing. It is intimated that a selfish inter- 
est perhaps actuates some of the “Middle 
of the Road” leaders from the south. 
They have been fusing with the Repub- 
licans for local offices and for members 
of congress, and if Bryan and Sewall 
should be endorsed they would neces- 
sarily cut off their political allies. The 
“Middle of the Road” people suggest 
Vandervort of Nebraska and Burkett of 
Mississippi as a good ticket,

tee, and they are laboring with all the 
incoming delegates. The main thing 
they have to contend with is the all- 


pervading dread among the rank and 
file that they will be swallowed up by 
the Democracy. They declare they were 
first in the field with the cry for the res- 
toration of “The 
stole our thunder,” 
nelly, “and now they want to bury us.” 

The convention is a peculiar political 
gathering. There is a total absence of 
brass bands and a scarcity of flags and 
bunting, but lack of music and trap- 
pings does not dampen the ardor of the 
delegates. There noise enough to 
satisfy any frequenter of conventions. 
They crowd the hotel corridors. All of 
them are debaters, with strong convic-

ions, and they take into their conf- 
dence all within the sound of their 
voices. 


The fact that few of the delegates are 
young is another notice feature of 
the assembling Populists. Most of the 
whiskers are dotted with gray, many of 
the delegates are far into the sere and

yellow, but they are full of fire and en- 


thusiasm. It is not believed that over 
half of the delegates are yet on the 
ground. 

In case Bryan is nominated or en- 


dorsed, Chairman Jones has agreed that 
the Populists shall have two representa- 
tives in the national committee, and the 
silverites one representative. The two 
southern men suggested for vice presi- 
dent, in the event of a compromise, 
which would give the Populists a place 
on the ticket, Judge Walter Clark 
of North Carolina and Colonel Mimmsg 
of Tennessee. At midnight, however, 
the difficulties in the way of accomplish- 
ing such a compromise were generally 
recognized almost insurmountable, 
and this scheme was in a measure aban-

doned. The indications that the com- 
promise and Bryan factions were get- 
ting closer together continued, and the 


general belief among the best informed 
on the inside was that the situation 
would clear tomorrow, and the nomina- 
tion of Bryan is reasonably certain,

The compro- 
mise propositions passed upon were the 
principal source of their anxiety. 

Senator Marion Butler of North Caro- 
lina is essaying to compromise, and all 
his energies are bent in that direction. 
He believes that both factions could be 
harmonized,and that the integrityof the 
Populistic organization preserved by 
the adoption of a Populist platform, a 
division of electors in certain states, and 
the nomination of Bryan for president 
and a southern Populist for vice presi- 
dent. He claims that at a meeting of 
of all the southern 
States, yesterday, there was an unani- 
mous agreement on this compromise, 
and that it will have behind it 488 votes 
from the south. Senator Butler argued 
that this was the only way of uniting the 
silver forces, so far as the south was 
concerned, because it was the only way 
of maintaining the autonomy of the 
Populist party in that section.

STORY 


Uf the Awful Tragedy Aboard the 
Barkentine Herbert Fuller, 


Many Indications That the 
Mate Was the Murderer. 


Keeps His Mouth Shut, Except to Deny 
Knowledge of the Tragedy. 


Halifax, July 23.—The intense ex: ite- 
Ment occasioned by the news of the 
triple murder on the barkentine Herbert 
Fuller, the arrival of th: bodies of the 
three Victims and the arrest of all on 
board the vessel, has in no wise abated 
The remains of Captain Nash and his 
Wife have been sealed up and await the 
arrival of the dead captain’s brother. 

The story that Leslie Monks, the pas- 
senger, Will tell on the stand, will be 
Substantially a3 follows: When Mrs 
Nash’s screams awoke Monks he real- 
ized that something was wrong, and put 
bis clothes on. Then he loaded his re- 
Volver and went out in the companion- 
way. He did not see any person as he 


emerged from his room. He took a look 


} Into the Chart room and saw the captain 


lying on the floor, and he also observed 
biood. He thought that some mishap 
had belallen the captain and went for- 
Ward to call the Captain’s wife to come 
to the assistauce of her husband, On 
teaching the room a4 horrible and sick- 
eniug sight met his gaze. The horribly 
mutilated body of the captain’s wife lay 
on the Nour it then dawned on Monks 
What had happened to the captain, and 
he hastily proceeded to the second mate’s 
room, only to had that he, too, had been 
murdered 

Monks now trembled, with fear,as he did 
not KNOW What to du, or how many ol 
the creW Were lnplicated in the tragedy 
At nrst he started aft, and was about to 
go on deck, but then he thought that the 
taurderer, or murderers, might be wait 
ing fur him to come up and kill him. So 
he retraced his footsteps, and went 
up the forward companionway. No 
sooner ha# he placed his head above, 
than a billet of wood was huried at him 
by Mat Bram. Monks levelled his re- 

iver at the mate, and the latter begged 
himi not to shoot Monks Was sus 
picious of the Mate, bul he did not say 
auything to him 

ihe crew were then aroused, and they 
Were horrified at What had taken place 
After consultation had been held, Wheel 
iuan Brown was placed in irons, and the 
command of the vessel 
rested very much

During the morning after the murder 
Spencer and Mate Bram had a conversa 
tion, in the course of Which Bram asked 
him if a certain Washing powder was 
good to wash clothing with, and Spencer 
said it) was, as his wife used it at home, 

Later on, Spencer watched Bram, ana 
he, saw him get ashirt, which he woreon 
the night of the murder, and putitina 
bucket of water and throw a large 
quantity of this Washing powder on top 
of it. Then Spencer became more sus 
picious. No steps were taken at that 
time, however, but the same close watch 
was kept on the mate 

The mate had full charge of the ship 
all this time, and was navigating her 
himself, but Monks and Spenger did not 
think he was steering her for the nearest 
port 

Monks consulted the chart, and found 
that the mate was taking the vessel off 
her course, and was heading in another 
direction altogether. Monks and Spen- 
cer then came to the conclusion that they 
would have to place the mate in irons, 
and Spencer first seized hold of Bram, 
while Monks stood over him with a load- 
ed revolver. The mate did not resist. All 
hands were ordered on deck, and re- 
mained there all the time, as it was 
feared that some of them were in league 
with Mate Bram. 

The mate is the only one of the crew 
who keeps his mouth closed, and when 
questioned regarding the affair pleads

After many minutes comparative quiet 
was restored, and the selection of Mr.

Then the delegates began to cheer 
again, and when Mr. Allen stood on the 
platform he was given a magnificent re- 
ception, 

Senator Allen, on taking the patform, 
spoke at some length, being listened to 
with a great deal of interest. He spoke 
extemporaneously, not having had time 
to prepare himself. In the senate, he 
never reads a speech, and last night his 
utterances flowed freely. He was fre- 
quently interrupted with applause. Sen- 
ator Allen complimented Temporary 
Chairman Butler upon his fairness. He 
denied the charge that the Popullsts 
were anarchists. He next endeavored to 
show that the Populists had broken down 
Mason and Dixon’s line, thus doing away 
with sectionalism, so far as north and 
south are concerned. Among other 
things, he said: 

“I have no doubt that in Wall street 
this moment there is a hope that this 
great convention will split to pieces, 
and that the Populist party will be dis- 
rupted and absorbed, principally by the 
2epublican party, because this is the 
party that will be supported by Wall 
street this fall. I have no doubt thatin 
this building at this moment the minions 
of Wall street can be found. They have 
gone to the hotels at night, clothed in 
badges, with a lie upon their lips, say- 
ing that they were delegates, represent- 
ing some state in this Union, in the 
convention.” 

Chairman Allen was repeatedly in- 
terrupted by his enemies, as well as by 
his friends. He gave his views of the 
economic and financial questions of the 
day at considerable length. It was 9:30 
when he concluded. 

Several attempts to secure an adjourn- 
ment were made, but Senator Butler, 
acting as a delegate, moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the 
committee of the Silver convention. 
There were many and loud cries of “No, 
no,” and Mr. Branch of Georgia moved 
to table the motion.

The Bryan men are jubilant, and there 
is practically no doubt but that the con- 
vention will ratify the nomination of the 
Democratic candidate, at least. 

As for Mr. Sewall, there is not so much 
talk being heard against him, and it 
would surprise few if he was also given 
an endorsement. 

The Proposed Platform. 


The sub-committee of 25 of the Popullst 
coramittee on resolutions was at work at 
midnight on the platform to be reported 
to the full committee today. It had at 
that time agreed upon a preamble, and 
financial and land planks,and upon some 
minor matters. As the sub-commitee 
comprises a majority of the entire com- 
mittee, it is more than probable that its 
recommendations will be accepted. So 
far as the platform has been completed, 
it is as follows: 

The People’s party, assembled in na- 
tlonal convention, reaffirms its alle- 
glance to the principles declared by the 
founders of the republic, and also to the 
fundamental principles of just govern- 
ment, a8 enunciated in the platform o*% 
the party in 1892, but recognizes that 
through the action of the present and 
preceding administrations the country 
has reached a crisis in its national life, 
as predicted in our platform four years 
ago, and at present, prompt and patriotic 
ection is the supreme duty or the hour. 
We realize that while we have political 
independence, our financial and indus- 
trial independence is yet to be attained 
by restoring to the people’s government 
the constitutional control and exercises 
of the functions necessary to that end, 
which functions have been basely sur- 
rendered by our public servants, to cor- 
porate monopolies. The intluence of 
European money changers has been more 
potent in shaping legislation than the 
voice of the American people. Execu- 
tive power and patronage have been 
used to corrupt our legislatures and de- 
feat the will of the people, and plutoc- 
racy has thereby been enthroned upon 
the ruins of democracy. To restore the 
government of the fathers, and for the 
Welfare and prosperity of this and 
future generations, we demand the es- 
tablishment of our economic and finan- 
cial system,which shall make us masters 
of our own affairs. and independent of 
European control, by the adoption of the 
following declarativu of principles: 

1. We demand a national currency, 
safe and sound, issued by the general 
government only, a full legal tender for 
all debts, public and private, and with- 
out the use of banking corporations; an 
honest. equitable and efficient means of 
distribution direct to the people, and 
through the lawful disbursement of the 
government. 

2. We demand the free and = unre- 
stricted coinage of siiver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 by the 
United States, without waiting for the 
consent of foreign nations. 

3. We demand that the volume of cir- 
culating medium be speedily increased 
to an amount sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the business and population 
of this country, and to restore the just 
level of prices of labor and production, 
and thereby establish prosperity and 
happiness for the people 

4. We denounce the sale of bonds and 
the increase of the public interest-bear- 
ing debt, made by the public adminis- 
tration, as unnecessary and without au- 
thority of law, and we demand a law 
absolutely prohibiting the sale of bonds 
and increase of the public debt except 
in accordance with an act or acts of 
congress authorizing the same. 

&. We detaand Zach legislation as will 
prevent demonetization of the lawful 
money of the United States by private 
consent and private contract. 

6. We demand that the government, 
in payment of its obligations, shall use 
its option as to the kind of law ful money 
in which they are to be paid, and we de- 
nounce the present and preceding ad- 
ministrations for surrendering this op- 
tion to the holders of government obli- 
gations. 

7. We demand a graduated income 
tax, to the end that aggregated wealth 
shall bear its just proportion of taxation, 
and we denounce the recent decision of 
the supreme court in regard to the in- 
come tax, as an misinterpretation of 
the constitution and an invasion of the 
rightful powers of congress over the sub- 
ject of taxation 

8 We demand that postal savings be 
established by the government for the 
safe deposit of the savings of the peo- 
ple, and to facilitate exchange. 

A true policy demands that the na- 
tional and state legislation shall be such 
as will ultimately enable every private 
and industrious man to owna home, and 
therefore the land should not be monop- 
olized for speculative purposes. All 
agricultural and grazing lands now held 
by railroad corporations, in excess of 
their actual need, should by lawful 
means be reclaimed by the government 
and held for actual settlers only, and 
private land monopoly should be pre- 
vented by state and national legisla- 
tion. We condemn the fraud, the land 
grant of the Pacific Railroad company, 
which, through the connivance of the 
interior department, robbed multitudes 
of actual and bona fide settlers of their 
homes and minors of their claims, and 
we demand legislation by congress 
which will enfoece the exception of 
mineral land from such grants after, as 
well as before, patents. 

We hold that all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed, and in order that the consent 
of the governed may be clearly ascer- 
tained, we favor direct legislation, under 
proper constitutional safeguards, so that 
a 5 percentage of the citizens shall have 
the right of initiating, framing and pre- 
paring laws, and of compelling the sub- 
mission thereof, whether proposed by 
national, state or local legislatures, toa 
direct vote of the people for their ap- 
proval of rejection. 

Being a means of exchange, and a pub- 
ic necessity, the government should own 
and operate railroads in the interest of 
the people; to the end that all men may 
be accorded the same treatment in trans- 
portation, and that the tyranny and po- 
litical power, now exercised by the great 
corporations, which result in the impair- 
ment, if not the destruction of the politi- 
eal and personal liberty of the citizen, 
may be destroyed. Such ownership is 
to be accomplished gradually, in a man- 
ner consistent with sound public policy. 

The interest of the United States in the 
public highways, built with public 
monies, and the proceeds of extensive 
grants of land, known as the Pacific rail- 
roads, should never be alieniated, mort- 
gaged or sold, but guarded and protected 
for the general welfare, as provided by 
the laws organizing said Pacific rail- 
roads. The foreclosure of the subsist- 
ing liens of the United States on these 
roads should at once follow default in 
the payment thereof by the debtor com- 
panies, and at the foreclosure of said 
roads, the government shall purchase 
the game, if it becomes necessary to pro- 
tect its interests therein, or if the same 
can be furnished at a reasonable price, 
and the government shall operate said 
railroads as public highways for the 
benefit of the whole people, and not in the 
interests of the few, under suitable pro- 
visions for protection of life and prop- 
erty; giving to all equal privileges, and 
equal rates for fares and freights. 


We aenounce tne present infamous 
schemes for refunding these debts, and 
demand that the laws now applicable 
thereto be executed, and administered 
according to their true intent and spirit. 

The telegraph, like the posteoffice sys- 
tem, being a necessity for the transmis- 
sion of news, should be owned and 
operated by the government, in the inter- 
est of the people. 

The Silver Forces. 

St. Louis, July 24.—Chairman St. John 
called the Silver convention to order. 
Chares A. Towne, vice chairman of the 
econveution, discussed at some length 
the silver question. He urged that the 
gold standard was backed by men who 
used epithets and abuse instead of ar- 
guments. The speaker attempted to 
show how hard times would vanish 
when free silver appeared. When the 
Free Silver party got control of the gov- 
ernment, he said, the robbery of thrift 
for the benefit of idleness would cease. 

Ex-Governor John P. St. John of Kan- 
sa8 Was called upon to speak. He told 
how corn was worth 10 cents a bushel, 
oats 8 cents In Kansas, and potatoes 6 
cenis a bushel in Minnesota. This was 
one cf the reasons so many farmers be- 
lieved in free silver. Free silver at 16 tol, 
he declared, would sweep the nation. 
The people had arisen and would defeat 
“the corrupt gold power.” But to do 
this, a vast deal of missionary work must 
be done. The speaker said that if ali 
the silver in the world was dumped in 
this country and coined it would make 
$60 per capita,and that was not too mucb. 
Shou'd this be done, it would make this 
the most prosperous country in the 
world. 

FOR A NEW TICKET. 
Gold Standard Democrats Have Decided to 
Call Another Conven‘ion. 

Chicago, July 24.~The meeting of gold 
standard Democrats, called to consider 
the advisability of issuing a call fora na- 
tlonal convention, was held last night 
at the Auditorium annex. The meet- 
ing convened shortly after 8 o’clock, and 
was held in secret, the public and press 
being excluded. 

Comptroller Eckles did not appear, and 
the meeting, after waiting some time for 
him, went into session. General E. 8. 
Bragg of Wisconsin was elected chaitr- 
man, and C. A. Ewing of Ilinols secre- 
tary. 


WILLIAM F. VILAS 
The conference definitely decided that 
a convention should be called, the only 
question being whether the meeting in 
Session should issue the call, and on this 


&@ lively debate ensued. G. M. Davis of 
Kentucky presented the principal reso- 
lution, calling for a convention to be¢ 
held in September, in Detroit. H. 8. 
Robins of Illinois did not favor the issue 
of a call by the mee ting here, and 
R. W. Knott of Kentucky spoks strongly 
in favor of calling the convention atonce. 

Senator Vilas of Wisconsin violently 
opposed the issuing of a call by the con- 
ference. His speech was frequently 
cheered, although the general sentiment 
of the meeting seemed to incline the 
other way 

After a long debate a resolution was 
adupted to the effect that it was tha 
sense of the meeting that a Democratic 
convention should be held, a Democratic 
platform enunciated, and candidates for 
president and vice president chosen, and 
that the said convention should be held 
not later than Sept. 2. A committee of 
one from each state represented was ap- 
pointed by the chairman to draft @ call 
fcr the convention, with orders to report 
to the general meeting today. 


Beneath His Notice. 


Cleveland, July 24.—M. A. Hanna says 
he will pay no attenion to the charges 
that he is using money at the Populist 
convention to prevent the endorsement 
of Bryan. “The people who say these 
things are beneath my notice,” said Mr. 
Ifianna. The chairman says he will be 
back and forth between New York and 
Chicago all through the campaign.

STRIKE AT CONCORD. 


‘Granite Cutters: Out Today Because 
of Disagreement, 


The granite cutters of Concord, N. H., 

| went out on a strike today. A dispatch to 
the Herald under date of July 23 says, 
| Between 130 and 140 cutters and tool 
| sharpeners, the whole force of workmen at 
| the New England granite works, will quit 
tomorrow morning. The strike 
arises from a question of iuterpretation of 
a clause of the bill of prices which was 
|} agreed upon in March, 1895, to continue 
two years. 

| The men claim that the price figured by 
the company for cutting a certain kind of 
| stone is $2.76 less than it should be accord- 
ing to the bill of prices, and that this 
amount represents the loss in wages which 
each man suffers each week, and is conse- 
quently a violation of the agreement on 
the part of the company. 

The company contends that the price 
jis figured strictly upon the basis of the bill 
of prices, and that the men have no agree- 
ment. 

The cutters and tool sharpeners held a 
| conference at the works zt uvon today, 

and voted to sutiait the question to the 
| Conce.@ branch of the union, which held 
a meeting tonight to consider the subject. 
The matter was discussed at length behind 
closed doors, and as a result the union 
voted to sustain the workmen. 

The Globe adds, ‘‘ The misunderstand- 
ing was ip regard to measuring what are 
termed “‘ rabbits,’’ or holes in the stones. 
Six or seven men refused to cut the stones 
for the prices paid according to the measur- 
ing of the officers, who instead of referring

JUDGE COOK. 


A New Special Justice of East Nor- 
folk Court at Quincy. 


Ex-Representatlye Louis A. Cook of 
Weymouth was nominated by Acting 
Governor Wolcott on Thursday to be 
special] justice of the District Court of East 
Norfolk holden at Quincy. He succeeds 
Judge James H. Flint also of Weymouth 
who resigned some months ago that he 
might accept the office of Representative 
to the General Court, 

Mr. Cook has been a resident of Wey 
mouth since 1872, when he became princi 
pal of the Bates grammar school at South 
Weymouth. In 1879 he was elected to the 
Legislature from the Quincy- Weymouth 
district, and was also 1 member of the 
House in 1889 and 1890, when he was 
styled the leader of the temperance wing. 
He afterward studied law with Aldrich & 
Jenckes of Woonsocket, Hon. James 
Humphrey, and the late Judge Jesse I 
Keith of Abington. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1884, and is a member of the law 
firm of Cook & Coughlan. 

The new justice was born in Blackstone, 
May 4, 1847, and, singularly enough, his 
father, mother, grandfather and grand 
mother all bore the name of Cook before 
marriage. Aside from the public school 
instruction, he attended the Phillips Exeter 
Academy. 

He taught at different places before 
going to Weymouth. He has served on 
the school boards of Blackstone and Wey- 
mouth, and has been a park commissioner 
and moderator in the latter town. 

Judge Cook is also a promient Odd 
Fellow, being a past grand master of 
Massachusetts. A few years ago he de- 
livered an address on Odd Fellowship in 
this city. He was married in 1876 and has 
three children,

The Boys Sloyd School. 


Seventeen boys are already members of 
the Y. M.C. A. Sloyd school, and new 
members are joining every session, It has 
been decided to divide the class, putting the 
young boys in a separate class for ele- 
mentary work.

BRAM THE MURDERER, 


Seaman Brown Saw Crime Committed 
on the Barkentine Fuller, 


Had Good Reason For Keeping 
Quiet About It. 


All Concerned Will Probably Be Taken to 
Boston to Testify, 


Halifax, July 24.—The inquiry held at 
the instigation of Consul General Ingra- 
ham, into the Herbert Fuller tragedy, 
was concluded last evening. The “star 
chamber” proceedings adopted from the 
beginning were carried out to the end. 
The evidence, however, it is stated, de- 
veloped nothing particularly new in ad- 
dition to what has already been said. 
The testimony of Seaman Thomas 
Brown wes the most important, for he 
swore positively that he saw Mate Bram 
kill Captain Nash with an axe, and he 
aiterward heard cries and groans from 
the captain's wife. 

Brown also gave a fairly reasonable 
excuse for not making it known at the 
time. He was afraid the mate would 
kill him if he disclosed this, but he com- 
municated it to one of the crew, and said 
AS soon as he reached port he would tell 
it all.

BIG STREAM OF GOLD, 


Banks and Trust Companies Replen- 
ished the Reserve Fund, 


About $15,000,000 From New 
York Institutions. 


An Assurance That the Reserve Will Be Kep! 
Unimpaired In Future. 


New York, July 24. — Through ; 
amounts of gold turned into the sub- 
treasury yesterday and Wednesday, the 
treasury gold reserve was restored ta 
the $100,060,000 point and carried nearly 

2,000,000 beyond that “limit of safety.” 
Better than all is the assurance that, 
through the bankers’ syndicate, the re- 
serve will be maintained unimpaired un- 
til after the storm of the political cam- 
paign. 

The yellow metal was fairly poured 
into “Uncle Sam’s” coffers during the 
day, and at nightfall it was announced 
that the subscriptions of the banks and 
trust companies of New York 
amounted to $15,000,000. 

In addition to the New York deposits, 
which are made up of coin, gold certifi- 
cates, assay office receipts and clearing 
house gold certificates, came the assur- 
ance from Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chicago of similar action by banks in 
those cities. As a result of the day’s 
cperations, the net treasury balance, as 
given out from Washington, stood at 
$101,881, 770. 

The withdrawals during the day were 
$239,400, all for hoarding purposes. No 
gold was taken for export, and the only 
amounts that will be shipped Saturday 
represent early withdrawals, which could 
not be cancelled, and, in any event, the 
shipments will be than was ex- 
pected. 

Frederick D. Tappan, president of the 
Gallatin National bank, and William 
Sherrar, manager of the clearing house, 
continued their work of personally visit- 
ing the banks of the citv and requesting 
them to turn some of their gold to the} 
sub-treasury. The success of Mr. Tap- 
pan’s efforts was most gratifying, and 
he said last night that not a single bank 
had demurred 

Manager Sherrar said that every na-} 
tional bank in the city had now been | 
visited, excepting four, and that these 
would in time be waited upon. That the

The report that foreign bankers have 
agreed to sell exchange not to exceed 
£15,000,000, and have promised not to 
ship gold for two months, is hardly cor- 
rect. Foreign bankers having no money 
to remit could not make such a promise, 
as it would in a way be for them, in thelr 
foreign relations, a practical suspension 
of payments. They have, however, been 
assured of a supply of exchange, not to 
exceed 415,000,000, in the next two 
months, to be provided by a syndicate 
comprising powerful local and interna- 
tional interests, at a price lower than the 
cost of exporting gold to Europe. 

The details of this agreement have not 
yet been arranged, and it cannot be posi- 
tively stated that the agreement has 
been already closed. But this is the gen- 
eral idea on which the bankers will work. 
The loss entailed by the operation, if 
any, will be sustained pro rata by the 
members of the syndicate. 

As a direct result of the bankers’ meet- 
ing, the rates of exchange were reduced 
% cent yesterday. The exchange 
market was weak throughout, indicat- 
ng that the buyers were waiting the 
result of the bankers’ conference. The 
stock market was irregular during the 
day, opening weak on lower London 
quotations and shading at the close, but 
showing general average net advances, 
except in the grangers and certain minor 
securities.

The Beech, 
There are some of our best native 
trees which seem to be systematically 
ignored in park and lawn planting. 


One is the beech, than which there is | 


no better or more beautiful lawn tree, 
The branches are long and graceful, the 
leaves have a peculiarly bright color, 
the buds are long, pointed and polished 
and the bark of the trunk and larger 
limbs lights up the shade of the thick 
foliage in dark days and shines in the 
winter with a pinkish light under clear 
skies. It requires a good deal of room 
to develop its greatest beauty, but 
thrives on most soils, and is not subject 
to attacks of insects. We plant its for- 
eign relative, the copper beech, solely 
for the color of its leaves, and our na- 
tive, handsomer tree is utterly neglected. 
For a small lawn tree there is no better 
than the near relative of 


our common 
beech. 


It is generally called blue 
or iron wood, and makes a 
nice shaped tree 10 or 15 feet high. It 
is far prettier than the mountain ash or 
horse chestnut, both foreign trees and 
very liable to attacks of insects, As far 
as ordinary observation goes no leaf 
cutting insect troubles the blue beech. 
The leaves are and darker in 
common beech,

WILFUL ASSAULT. 


Result of the Inquest on the Death of 
Charles L. Hexrderson. 


Judge Humphrey has filed the following 
return of the inquest held by him to ascer- 
tain the cause of the death of Charles L. 
Henderson at Braintree, July 12, and for 
which William Card is now in the Dedham 
jail awaiting trial for manslaughter. 

He finds ‘‘that Henderson came to his 
death by injuries wilfully and unlawfully 
inflicted upon him by William Card on 
July 10.” 

Continuing Judge Humphrey says ‘the 
testimony at the inquest showed that Card 
was employed as a farm hand by Hender- 
son, and that the relations between Card 
and Mrs. Henderson to have been intimate, 
and Card’s relation to Henderson as un 
friendly.” 

That Jaly 10, in the morning, after angry 
words, Card struck Henderson a severe 
blow in the face and broke his jaw. While 
down Card kicked him on the chest and 
side, fracturing two ribs, and this injury 
induced pneumonia, which resulted in 
death the second day after the assault.”

FOUND A LOST CITY. 


It Is In a8 Remote Section of Mexico and 
Is Well Preserved. 

J. R. Reiley, an American archmolo- 
gist, has been exploring a wild region 
of the Sierra Madre mountains, west of 
Jiminez, Mexico, during the past two 
months. 

He has arrived at Jiminez, and claims 
to have discovered a prehistoric city, 
which, he states, must have had a popu- 
lation at one time of 200,000. 

This ancient city is situated in a nar- 
row valley between two high ranges of 
mountains. Nearly all the buildings are 
of brownstone and are in a state of al- 
most perfect preservation. 

The houses contain ornaments and 
utensils of peculiar design.

KILLED BY NEGRO. 


Young Woman Was First Outraged by Brute In 
Human Form. 


Washington, July 30.—At Banning’s 
Station, on the Baltimore and Potomac 
railroad,Tuesday, James Smith, colored, 
assaulted and murdered a young white 
woman named Marguerite Drown. 
Smith was captured yesterday at 310 
East Capitol street, the residence of the 
aunt of the murdered girl. He made a 
full confession. Miss Marguerite Drown, 
the victim of Smith, was a native of 
Pridgeport, Conn., and is described as a 
handsome and accomplished girl, 22 
years of age. Both she and her aunt 
are said to be well known in Bridgeport. 

Mrs. Drown, the foster mother of the 
dead girl, testified that Marguerite had 
complained to her last Thursday that 
Smith had attempted to kiss her. Sev- 
eral of the servants also swore that the 
girl had called them and had made com- 
plaint that Smith was attempting to 
kiss her. Mrs. Drown, in explanation 
of Smith’s continued employment after 
this occurrence, said that Smith imme- 
diately after it, left the house, but came 
back the next day, professed to be ex- 
ceedingly penitent and begged to be re- 
employed. He had been a good servant 
for years, and she had finally agreed to 
let him come back. On the day of the 
murder, she and Dr. Miller, a boarder, 
had driven into town, leaving the girl 
at home with the servants. The latter 
swore that they heard a noise upstairs 
in the girl’s room loud enough to attract 
attention, but said they could not tell 
whetherit was a laughoracry. A little 
later Smith came down, and in answer 
to questions said that the noise they had 
heard was Miss Marguerite laughing at 
a story he had told her. He had a small 
basket on his arm, and at once left the 
house, saying he was going to a neigh- 
bor’s for some eggs. 

The doctor who performed the autopsy 
said that his examination of the body 
showed that the girl first had been 
knocked down and rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the forehead, that she had 
then been outraged, and later killed by 
the severing of the windpipe and jugular 
vein. 

The jury promptly returned its ver- 
dict in accordance with this evidence. 
The negro servants about the place were 
held in custody, on suspicion that they 
knew more of the affair than was dis- 
closed in their testimony. 

Irish Land Bill Passed. 

London, July 30.—The Irish land bill 
was taken up on its third reading in the 
house of commons yesterday. Arthut 
Smith-Barry, a well known Irish land- 
lord, who defeated the National league 
in its great tenants’ fight, moved that 
the measure be rejected, owing to the 
concessions that had been made to the 
tenants by the government. The vote on 
the motion to reject the bill was then 
voted on, and defeated. The measure 
then passed its third reading withouta 
division being taken. The bill was pre- 
sented in the house of lords at 5:30 
o'clock, and passed Its first reading 


A Growl From Germany. 

Berlin, July 30.—The Neuste Nach- 
richten, in attacking the existing re- 
g:me in Samoa, declares that English 
and American wWirepullers are under- 
mining Germany's influence, and are 
doing their best to foment discord. Peace 
and order, says this journal, will never 
be restored till England and America 
are induced to renounce their share in 
the Condominium. The article then ap- 
peals to the German government to 
sweep away the pernicious conditions 
prevailing in Samoa.

Meadow. The tunnel will be one-half 
mile in length, and will give a natural 
drainage to all the mines in the basin. 
It will take two years to complete the 
work, and from an engineering stand- 
point, will compare with the famous 
Jeddo tunnel.

Father Martinelli Will Be the Next | PAW 


Delegate at Washington, 


Now Holds Office of Superior 
General. 


Sketch of the Man Who Will Represent the 
Pope In This Country. 


Rome, July 31.—Although the report 
that Mer. Diomede Falconio would suc- 
ceed Mgr. Satolli as papal delegate to 
the United States, had been hitherto en- 
tirely credited at the Vatican, the pope 
has appointed as Mgr. Satolli’s suc- 
cessor Rev. Sebastain Martinelll, prior 
Beneral of the Augustins Chausues, and 
a brother of the dead Cardinal Marti- 
nelli 

The fact that his nomination had been 
made has been kept secret, even from 
the most intimate assuciates of his holi 
ness, and upon its becoming known oc- 
casioned & general feeling of surprise 
The pope's choice is regarded as an ex 
cellent one. Rey Martinelli 
is @ learned theologian, and is thor 
oughly versed in the foreign policy of 
the Vatican.

Washington, July 31.—When the news 
of the appointment of Father Martinelli 
as the possible succ esgor to Cardial Sa- 
tolli was communicated to the papal 
ablegate, he paid tribute to the great 
esteem in which the superior general is 
held, but was inclined to question the 
pope’s having taken action at this time 
on the matter. The cardinal is without 
Official advices as to the appointment of 
@ successor to himself, and regards it as 
unlikely that the appointment would be 
made at present. Father Martinelli hag 
not been mentioned in the gossip that 
has entered about the su cessorship to 
Mer. Satolli. Rumors have been fre- 
quent during the past few weeks as to 
the possibile successor to the cardinalate, 
and the names of Mer. Lorenzelli, the 
internuncio at The Hague, and Mer.

Tunnel at Squantum Thought to be 
Unsafe—Bolts Eaten Off. 


Superintendent of Streets Wells, Sewer 
Division Superintendent Cutter and Alder- 
man William J. Donovan have completed 
their inspection of the Moon Island sewer 
outlets.

AWFUL CATASTROPHE. 


At Least Forty-Two Persons Killed In 
a Railway Smashup. 


Trains Came Together With a 
Terrible Crash. 


the Throttle. 


Atlantic City, July 31.—A terrible rail- 
road catastrophe took place on the 
meadows, about two miles out of this 
city, shortly after 6:30 o'clock last even- 
ing, resulting in the deaths of 42 people, 
so far as can now be learned, and the 
wounding of 50 others. 

A train left here consisting of seven 
cars over the West Jersey railroad, bear- 
ing a special excursion of Red Men and 
their friends of Bridgeton, and Salem, 
and had reached the crossing of the 
Readigg railroad when it was struck by 
the 5:40 down express from Philadelphia, 
| demolishing two cars and telescuping the 
two following 

The engine of the Reading train be- 
Came @ total wreck, killing the engineer 
and fatally injuring the firemman, and the 
| car behind it also was thrown from the 
| track, and many of its occupants were 
killed or injured 
| The respunsibility of the collision has 
net yet been placed, but William Thur- 
low, the operator at the block tower, 
situated at the crossing, has been placed 
under arrest by order of the coroner. 

Leaving this city, the tracks of the 
West Jersey road run parallel to those 
of the Camden and Atlantic until after 
they cross the drawbridge, when they 
|} switch off to the south crossing, the 
| Reading road at an obtuse angle. 

John Greiner, the engineer of the West 


| proaching the crossing at great speed, 
but as the signals were open for him to 


| proceed on his way, he continued. 

} His engine had barely cleared the track 
| of the Reading when the locomotive of 
| the latter train, which lef Philadelphia 
|} at 5:40 p. m., struck the first car full in 
| the center, throwing it far off the track 
into a nearby ditch, and completely sub- 
merging it 

| The second car of the West Jersey 
} train was also carried into the ditch, the 
third and fourth cars being telescoped. 

The engine of the Reading train was 
thrown to the other side of the track, 
carrying with it the first coach 

A few minutes after the collision, to 
add to the horror of the situation, the 
| boiler of the Reading locomotive ex- 
| ploded, scalding several to death, and 
| casting its boiling spray over many of 
the Injured passengers.
